Russians Reported Winning But 
Only Through Loss of Thousands 


Attention Again Turning to Gi- 


gantic Struggle in Eastern Thea- 
tre of War-Fall of Przemysl Ex- 
acts a Terrible Toll-Russians on 
Offensive. 


VIENNA, MARCH 24.—(Via Berlin 
and 
Amsterdam.)— Tre- 


mendous losses are being inflicted upon the Russian armies in their 
renewed offensive along the Carpathian front, the Austrian war of- 
jice announced today, but Russian reinforcements are arriving and 
it is impossible to predict the result of the conflict. 


The Russians brousrht on a great battle by making attacks siiuu- 


tancously at Dukla, Uszok and Lupkow passes. The correspondent 
of The Xexu- Fm» Presse at Austrian headquarters says it is estimat- 
ed that 1,750,000 active and reserve troops are concentrated by the 
opposing commanders along the 65-mile front in which the three pas- 
ses arc the gateway to Hungary. 


GERMANS ARE DEFEATED 


LONDON, MARCH 24.—Official announcement ha.s been made 


in Petrograd, says the correspondent of Renter's Telegram company, 
that the Germans since Sunday have removed all but four of their 
heavy batteries from before OSSOAV etz in Russian Poland. 
The Rus- 


sian statement adds: "Superiority in artillery fire was distinctly 
on our side. Not only was the German attack far from endangering 
the Ossowcta forts, but the enemy failed to dislodge our infantry 
from its field Avorks. 


"In an Austrian attack Cm the 19th on the front in the vicinity 


of Ropitza, the enemy opened a hurricane fire -with 32-inch howitzers, 
tinder cover of which twenty enemy battalions, at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, attacked our forces which were in greatly inferior strength. 


"Our infantry opened fire with extreme]}* careful aim at the 


enemy who, supported by reserves, approached to within 200 paces 
of oxii' trenches. 
His reserves were exhausted at 9 o'clock and the 


enemy withdrew, leaving the area covered'with his killed 
and 


\vounded.''

MONOPOLY GETS ANOTHER JOLT 


Even Cincinnati shows signs of an awakening. Perhaps not 


even in San Francisco or in Philadelphia in the old days were the 
Predatory Interests ino'-e <?tvnn<_o\- i-nttvm'lv'd thnn they are in Cin- 
cinnati. Jn many respects the metropolis of southwestern Ohio has 
Keen more completely the slave of Privilege than any other large 
American municipality. 


But the recent special election held in that city to pass on the 


proposed 25-year street railway franchise has given a rude jolt to 
Monopoly. As The Public describes it, this franchise was "of the 
old fashioned kiud, the city giving everything and getting practically 
nothing" in return. 


Everything run on .-.moothly for the franchise grabbers. 
The 


franchise came before council and, as in the old days, passed prompt- 
ly in spite of protests. 
U went up to the mayor for his signature, 


who, "as mayors did in the old days, went through the form of ap- 
'pearing to hesitate and to listen to objections—AND 
TT1EX 


SIGNED." 


Had this occurred in 1905, instead of 1915, says The Public, "the 


-Ptory would have ended then arid there.4' But in 1915 Cincinnati 
had a safeguard of popular rule that it did not have in 1905—THE 
INITIATIVE ANT) EEFERENDUM. Jt also has a "Peoples' Power 
,J^eague" and the League at once hegan to prepare for a referendum 
on the franchise at the regular election in November. The corpora- 
tion heads laughed at this. The people, they said, would endorse 
the franchise overwhelmingly. 


For, had not the people read in The Times-Star, Brother Charles' 


paper, and The Enquirer, little Johnny McLean's pet, that "corpora- 
tion, baiting" has become unpopular- Had these papers no! told 
them that agitators like Bigelow are now discredited with the peo- 


;.ple? So they sent the Peoples Power League an arrogant message. 


They -would not wait for a referendum vote in November. 
They 


''challenged the league to let the matter be decided at a special elcc- 
,11011 on the earliest possible date. 


In behalf of the league Mr. Bigclow replied that a special elec- 


tion would be a needless expense to the city and woidd, besides, re- 
quire signatures of 20 per cent of the voters, which with its limited 
funds the league could not easily get. "Then we'll get up our own 


Referendum petition," answered the corporation. 
And it did. In 


a few days it secured 30,000 signatures or 10,000 more than it needed. 
"* 
The campaign was brief. "The issue is 'Business or Bigelow- 


ijm,' " shouted the corporation and » its hangerson. The, Peoples 


'•Power League had a campaign fund of only $250. The corporation 


could evidently engage in most lavish expenditures, for advertise- 
ments appeared in all of the papers and on all the billboards appeal- 
ing to the voters to "let business alone." 


Business organizations, as they too often, do, FAILED. TO NO- 
. TECE THAT IT WAS NOT USEFUL BltSfNESS INTERESTS, 
'BUT MONOPOLY'S INTERESTS WHICH WERE AT STAKE, 
with which tiseful business has nothing in common. They let, them- 
selves be used as catspaws for the corporations in working for the 
franchise. 
; 
But "you cannot fool all of the people all of the time." On 


election, day, March 9, the franchise was beaten by 9,000 majority, 
in spite of the fact that the total vote was light and every available 
vote that the corporation could possibly get was brought out. 


i - 
Cincinnati's traction magnates are uo longer cocksure that the 


"progressive wave" has passed. The result not only disposed of a 
brazen attempt to grab a few streets, but it bodes ill to the stolen 
fifty-year franchise under which a big traction monopoly holds all 
the other streets of the city. That franchise comes up for revision 
next year, and its holders have even less cnuse than their recently 
defeated brethren to expect justice for them to be tempered with 
mercy. 


The fact must not be lost sight of that the referendum has again 


been shown to be an excellent means of blocking betrayal of trust 
on th6 part of officials whose attitude toward popular rights is that 
of ignorance, indifference or contempt.
